Case of the petitioner.—')e petitioner, Rai Yatindra Nath Chowdhury, has 
made a very large number of allegations in his petition. But the grounds on 
which the election of Baba Surendra Nath, Roy has been sought to be set 
aside, when stripped of the details and particulars, are— 

(1) that there were “corrupt practices ” committed by the agents of 
Babu Surendra Nath Roy us also by some other men on his bebalf in the 
shape of * undue influence” and “ yersonation” and : 

(2) that there was noi-compliasce with some of the Bengal Electoral 
Rules and Bengal Electoral Regulations specially of section 12(4) of the 
former and articles XXI1, XXVill aud XXIX of the latter, und that the 
result of the election has been materially aflécted by such non-compliance. 

of the respondent.—Babu Surendra Nath Roy tiled a long written 
statement, in which he has traversed all the allegations made in the petition 
filed by the petitioner. In his written statement the respondent denied 
practically all the allegations inade in the petition for the purpose of setting 
aside the election, and in addition the respondent raised the plea that we 
have got no powers to entertain the petition. 

Issues the case,—On the pleadings made by the petitioner and 
the respondent the following issucs were framed by us:— 

(1) Has this tribunal jurisdiction to entertain the petition ? i 

(2) Has the election of Babu Surendra Nath Koy been procured or 
indaced and the result of the-election been materially affected by corrapt 
practices, viz., undue influence and personation us specifically alleged in the 
petition? © 

(8) Have Baba Surendra Nath Roy or his agents committed any “undue 
influence” or “personation” (as specified in PartI, Schedule IV. of the 
Bengal Electoral Rules) as specifically alleged in the petition ? 

(4) Has there been any non-compliance with the provision of section 12 
(4) of the Bengal Electoral Rules Bengal Electoral Regulations 
Nos. XXII, XXVIII and XXIX us specifically alleged in the petition ? 

_. (5) If there has been any suck-non-compliance has the result of the 
‘election been materially affected thereby ? and 

(6) Has there been any improper rejection of votes “at the Behala 
Vernacular Schoo! polling station ? 
>  Decision—issue No, 1,—This issue lias not in our opinion got anything 
in it beyond a little academic interest, and the conduct of the respondent, at 
whose instance this issue was raised, in the course of the trial, would show. 
that the respondent also did not really mean to urge it seriously. Not an 
iota’ of evidence was adduced before us on this issue and no mention even 
was made of it in the arguments that were advanced before- us. Ali that 
we need say on this issue is that we have no power to try it. Rai Yatindra . 
Nath Chowdhury presented a petition to His Excellency’ the Governor and 
it wags after such presentation that we were appointed Commissioners to 
enquire into it. In these circumstances it cannot, in our opinion, be 
reasonably contended for 1 moment that we have no powers or jurisdiction 
to entertain the petition on.the ground that the presentation was in any 
way defective. -'The first issue is ‘therefore decided in favour of the peti- 
tioner and against the respondent. nil 

Issues Nos. 2 and 3.—These two issues, involving as both of them do the 
question of corrupt practices, may in our opinion be conveniently tried 
together, According to the petitioner's casé there’ was corrupt practice 
inasmuch as there was undue influence and also personation—undue influence 
as there was threat of injury, and personation as a man who-was the son of 
one Nepali Kurmi was detected by the presiding officer when trying to 
record his vote as Nepali. We propose to deal with the alleged undue 
influence and personation separately. ° jy Figg

No one 
of these men who were present at the time according to Hari Charan Laskar 
was however examined before us in this trial. Hari Charan td to admit 
also im.¢ross-examination that althoug the observation’ made by Kristadhan 
made him change his mind as to whom he should vote for he did not take 
the trouble of usking any one why that observation was made by Krista- 
dhan, Bhudbar Matilal is the next witness who was examined. by the 
peti on the question of threat of injury, The story which Bhudhar 
gave: re us was that one Jiban Hari Banerji, another municipal tax 
collector, said'to-him thut those of the voters who would vote for Surendra 
+ Nath Roy would have itheir tax reduced, while those who would vote 
against him would have their tax enhanced. But Bhudhary Matilal in his 
cross-examination bad to admit that he had some time before unsuccess-

Nath Roy he (Hari) would be put to difficulties... But the witness admitted 
that he had no property within the Behala Municipality ‘where the respon- 
dent: is alleged to be the all-powerful Chairman. Hari Pado moreover could 
not describe the threat given to him except in a vague and indefinite way. 
But in the petition filed in the case it-was distinctly stated that the threat 
given to Hari Pado was that his rates would be enhanced. | The last witness 
on the point was one Nanda Kumar Bose. According to Nanda Kumar tax- 
collector Benode B. Halder threatened one Bepin Banerji with the issue of 
a distress warrant in case he would not vote for Surendra Babu. «But Bepin 
Behari, the man to'whom the threat was alleged to have been given, has not” 
been examined before us. | 

This is all the evidence which the petitioner has adduced before us to 
substantiate his story that there was threat of injury to the:-voters and con- 
sequently undue. influence as defined in section 2, Schedule IV, Part I of the 
Bengal Blectoral Rules. Having regard to the nature of the evidence as 
described. above we have no-hesitation in holding that the- evidence: is 
extremely meagre and. unsatistactory and canvot be said to: bave established 
the petitioner's slory of thredt of injury. We have, when discussing the 
evidence of each of the witnesses individually, given our reasons why. their 
testimony cannot be accepted as reliable. | But there are some general reasons 
also for which we are unable to accept the story which they usk us to Believe. 
According to the petitioner's case Surendra Nath Roy by his agentsand 
other persons interested on his behalf put threats of injary’ to: some: voters « 
and thereby secured a number of votes. IfSurendra Nath Roy had really 
an intention of that nature the voters he would naturally: approach would 
be men who were neither on his side nor inimically disposed towards him, 
but persons who would be more or less neutral. But in the present case 
all the men of the Behala Municipality who were ‘produced before us to 
give evidence on the point’ had, as we have!shown before, some sort of 
dispute or enmity with Surendra Nath Roy. Our. finding therefore is that , 
the petitioner has failed to substantiate his story of undue influence. 

‘As stated before there was, according tothe petitioner, corrapt practice 
inasmuch as there was “ personation.” The» petitioner's story’ about 
personation is that at ‘the Behala Municipal Office, which was one of the 
polling stations, a man appeared and wanted to-record his vote represent= 
ing himself to be Nepali Kurmi, although he was not Nepali Kurmi hiniself | 
but his son, According to the petitioner this man had been passed by the 
respondent's agent as Nepali Kurmi, and. if the. man was not allowed to 
record his voto it was ouly because the: presiding officer detected the 
mistake and disallowed him. On this point, viz., “ personation,” the 
evidence, in our opinion, is almost nil, It is true that a man who was not 
Nepali Knrmi‘attempted to record his vote as Nepali. But there is nothing 
before us which would justify us in holding that the agent of Surendra 
Nath Roy had anything to.do with it more than the agent of the petitioner, 
If the evidence of the presiding officer Babu Sasi Bhtisan’ Bhattacharji is 
believed—and we have no reason why it should not be believed—all that 
took place at the time was that when the «man representing himself. to be 
Nepali Kurmi came up the agents of both the candidates remained silent. 
In'these cireumstanees we do not think it can beheld that there was 
any procuring or abetting or attenipting to procure on the part of the 
respondent or of his agent or of-any other person! with the onnvance 
ote eke urongarens cof his agent.

As we have 
stated before the presiding officer detected the mistake sand Nepali, Kurmi’s 
son was not allowed to record any vote—a fact which is admitted also 
by the petitioner in the concluding portion of paragraph 16 (1) of -hix 
petition. Our findings, therefore, are that there was no corrupt practive 
committed as specified in Part 1 of Schedule IV of. the: Bengal Blector! 
Rules, and although there was personation as defined in Part Il of the 
said schedule the election of ‘the returuing: candidate was notin any way 
affected thereby. Issues Nos. 2 and 3 are, therefore, decided in favour of 
the respondent and against the petitioner.

But the only attempt which he en to 
have made was to have given directions to his officers and principally t his 
manager Nitai Chandra Bhaduti to go to the men and ask them to an cs rt 
depese in his favour, But jt is a significant fact that this manager ‘Nitai 
Chandra Bhaduri was not examined before us. We are therefore unab ie 
to hold that the non-production of any of these men, who, according to Rai 
Yatindra Nath Chowdhury, had promised to vote for hin on condition that 
the voting would be secret, in the witness box before us, has been suflicientl, 
explained. And in the absence of the evidence of any of these men we ae 
unable to connect the want of secrecy of voting at thé polling stations and 
the poor support which the petitioner obtained from the voters of the Behala 
Municipal area as cause and effect. There was a certain interval between 
the time when the petitioner obtained the conditional promise from those 
voters and the date of actual voting, and as undoubtedly the canvassers and 
supporters of Surendra Nath Roy were also at work during this interval it 
was not at all improbable that they succeeded in faking those voters 
change their mind again, The first way, therefore, in which the petitioner 
wanted to show that the non-compliance with the rules and regulations 
materially affected the result of the election, in our judgment, fails. 

* There was another way in which it was sought to~be established that 
the result of the election had been materially affected by the non-compliance 
with the ralesand regulations. It was urged that the votes which were 
recorded at the polling stations presided over by the Hon'ble 8. K. Sinha 
should not hive been counted at all inasmuch as there had admittedly been 
violation of some of the rules and regulations at those two polling stations, 
and'that if the votes that were recorded at those two polling stations go, the 
small majority of 269 votes by which Babu Surendra Nath Ray was found to 
have been elected would altogether disappear. The number of votes that 
were recorded at these two polling stations was considerably more than 269. 
But the question for our consideration is whether we can regard those votes 
as nullity, Article XXX of the Bengal Electoral Regulations is the only 
enactment under which votes can be rejected as invalid.. But there is 
nothing in this article which lays down that votes are to be held as invalid 
where secrecy has nor branes riers. observed; and none of the irregularities 
which admittedly took placé at these two polling stations are to found 
anywhore in this article XXX, It was contended before us on behalf of the 
petitioner that on the question of rejecting votes as invalid we are not to

(1) No corrupt practice has been established either under Part I or

And we therefore 
recommend that the petition presented by Rai Yatindra Nath Chaudhury 
be dismissed. ~ 

‘The only question that remains now for our consideration is the ques- 
tion of costs. In consideration of the fact that there were really some 
irregularities at some of the polling stations and that there were some 
breaches of the provisions as laid down in the rules and regulations, we are 
of opinion that the petitioner had some reasonable grounds for filing the 
‘petition and trying to have the election of the Bemeen: set aside, And in 
this view of the matier we would direct that each party bear his own
